in  the  2017  season.  The  Hounds  made  it  to  the  semifinals  in 
the  NElOchampionshippost-seasonfallingto  Southern  New 
Hampshire  University  in  penalty  kicks.  Junior  Kallie 
Villemaire  had  an  outbreak  season  earning  several  honors 
including  NE  10  Player  of  the  Year  First  Team,  D2CCA  East 
Region  Player  of  the  Year,  United  Soccer  Coaches  All- 
American  Third  Team,  and  All-American  Conference 
Commissioner's  Association.  Senior  Amanda  Arnold 
earned  NE10  Second  Team,  while  junior  Ania  Spina  and 
sophomore  Alexis  Stowell  earned  NE  10  Third  Team.  Lastly, 
freshman  Johnna  Caporuscio  earned  NE10  All-Rookie 
Team.  Villemaire  led  the  Hounds  with  20  goals  while 
Caporuscio  came  in  second  with  4  goals  for  the  team. 
Sophomore  goalie  Alexis  Nason  saved  68  shots  in  the  2017 
season  along  with  earning  a  save  percentage  of  .756, 
earning  NE10  goalkeeper  of  the  week  honor  during  the 
season.

Sullivan  were  placed  on  the  All-Region  team.  Coach 
1  Trent  Baltzell  was  named  East  Region  Coach  of  the 
Year  for  the  team’s  successful  season.

The  Assumption  College  Men’s  Cross  Country  team 
had  an  impressive  year,  setting  the  program’s  best  at 
regionals  in  placing  ninth  out  of  twenty-three  teams  on 
top  of  placing  sixth  out  of  36  teams  in  the  Paul  Short 
race  and  second  in  the  Worcester  City 
Championships.

First  Team,  and  Synapse  Sports  All-America  First 
Team.  Along  with  Sheahan’s  success,  freshmen  Isabel 
Primack  and  Shannon  Quinlan  were  placed  on  the 
NE10  All-Rookie  team  while  Deirdre  Burchill  was 
named  NE 10  Rookie  of  the  Week  during  season  along 
with  the  Synapse  Sports  National  Rookie  of  the  Week.

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Under  the  direction  of  Bob  Chesney  in  his  fifth  season,  the 
Assumption  College  Football  team  had  an  overall  record  of 
11-2,  with  a  conference  record  of  8-1,  winning  the  NE10

play,  defeating  California  Pennsylvania  and  Findlay  to 
advance  to  the  NCAA  Quarterfinals.  In  this  matchup,  the 
Hounds  fell  to  Indiana  Pennsylvania,  with  a  close  game  of 
27-22.

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SWIMMING  &  DIVING 


The  Women’s  Swimming  &  Diving  team  completed  yet 
another  successful  season  filled  with  many  wins  and 
accolades,  and  wrapped  up  the  stellar  2017-18  season 
with  a  second-place  finish  at  the  NE 10  Championships. 
Shannon  Quirk  ’19  and  Colleen  Kurtz  ’20  each  won 
individual  goal  medals  at  the  NE10  Championships 
and  two  of  many  podium  finishes  for  the  squad.  During 
the  season,  Isabelle  Roberts  '2 1  received  NE  10  Rookie 
of  the  Week  honors.  In  addition,  the  team  was 
recognized  as  one  of  five  teams  in  the  Northeast-10 
Conference  to  earn  the  Scholar  All-America 
designation  for  their  performance  of  an  impressive 
3.38  GPAin  the  classroom  during  the  fall  20 1 7  semester, 
making  it  the  21st  consecutive  semester  the  Hounds 
have  been  named  to  the  list.  In  September,  the  women 
once  again  participated  in  the  annual  Swim  Across 
America  event  in  Narragansett,  RI.  The  team  raised 
$7,200,  the  second  highest  mark  in  program  history 
(Assumption  raised  the  top  amount  last  year  with 
$7,660),  benefitting  the  Oncology  Research  Center  in 
Providence. 
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ICE  HOCKEY 


The  Assumption  ice  hockey  program  put  together  one 
of  the  best  seasons  in  recent  memory.  The  Hounds 
finished  the  regular  season  with  a  15-9-2  record,  for  its 
best  win  percentage  (.615)  in  a  season  since  the  team 
went  19-8  back  during  the  1993-94  campaign.  This 
included  wins  over  every  conference  opponent,  as  well 
as  Framingham  State  and  Worcester  State.  The  team 
boasts  three  of  the  top  five  scorers  in  the  conference, 
in  Cam  Laughlin  ’18,  Tommy  Mahoney  '18  and  Brian 
Farrell '  1 8,  all  three  of  whom  earned  NE 1 0  Player  of  the 
Week  honors  at  least  once  during  the  season.  Peter 
McDonagh  ’  1 9  and  goalie  David  Zulauf  '20  also  earned 
NE10  weekly  honors  during  the  season.  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  season,  Laughlin  was  honored  as  the 
NE10  Player  of  the  Year  while  Dante  Tomasssini  ’19 
was  named  NE10  Defensive  Player  of  the  Year  while 
Lance  Brady  earned  NE10  Coach  of  the  Year  honors. 
Mahoney,  meanwhile,  was  selected  as  Second-Team 
All-Conference.

Letter  from  the  President 

Dear  Members  of  the  Class  of  2018:

Through  the  education  of  the  heart  you  have  come  to  possess  a  compassionate  commitment 
to  the  service  of  others,  realizing  that  you  have  the  responsibility  to  take  the  knowledge  that  you  have 
acquired  and  apply  it  for  the  betterment  of  the  world  into  which  we  now  send  you.  Through  the  education  of 
the  soul  you  have  come  to  appreciate  that  the  spiritual  and  religious  side  of  the  human  person  is  an  essential 
part  of  each  individual.  Hopefully  God  has  touched  your  soul  during  your  four  years  here  and  you  have  come 
to  understand  that  the  words  of  the  College’s  motto,  "...until  Christ  be  formed  in  you”  are  not  empty  words,  but 
the  inspiring  vision  of  your  education,  and  indeed  your  life. 

As  you  come  to  the  end  of  your  four  years  at  Assumption,  perhaps  you  are  once  again  feeling  the  excitement 
and  anxiety  you  felt  when  you  began  your  journey  on  Salisbury  Street.
